MOTION PICTURES IN 1910 


A Resume of the Development and Improvements in Film 
Manufacturing, and the Present Status of 
the Industry in America 


The motion picture business during the year 
1910, ought to appeal to everybody interested, 
and from all aspects; financial, economically and 
artistically; as being beyond peradventure of a 
doubt extremely successful. 

The monetary reward shared in by every 
branch of the business; the exhibitor, the ex- 
ebange man, and the manufacturer; has un- 
doubtedly been larger than that realized durin: 
any previous year in the history of the business. 
This assertion may give rise to a certain amount 
of contradiction on the part of the individuals, 
but it must be remembered that in any instance 
where the individual’s profits have been de- 
ereased, decrease in question can be attribute: 
to the great increase in the number of the 
separate concerns amongst whom the aggregate 
profits «* the y.ar were divided. The number 
of people and concerns financially interested in 
the motion picture business during the year 
1910, were greatly in excess of those interested 
during the previous twelve months. 

The manufacturers, both Independent 
Licensed, are no doubt satisfied with their re 
turns. By far the greater majority of the 
exhibitors are making money, and lots of it 
considering the original investment. The ex- 
ehange men, as a body have no doubt realized 
gratifying profits from the business done during 
the year; but regardless of this fact, an occa 
sional exchange man is met with who is com 
plaining about the returns of the business from 
@ profitable standpoint, These occasional re 
@onstrances can not be considered seriously, 
however, as an investigation invariably shows 
a lack of executive and business ability on 
the part of the individual so complaining. 

The economic status of the business as applic 
to the two factions in the field is interesting ani 
extremely encouraging to that faction which it~ 
based upon the proper principle. It is general 
ly conceded that the Motion Picture Patent> 

‘©. made an irreparable mistake in their forma 
tion of the subsiduary corporation termed th 
“General Film Co.”’ This company was n° 
doubt formed with a view to a centralization 
of the business at strategic points and the con 
trol of the licensed distribution. As in a goodly 
sumber of other plans and policies of the Motio: 
Picture Patents Co., the mistake was made in 
this instance of not considering the exhibito 
Every bundred-dollar check received by the L'‘ 
eensed Manufacturers in their morning’s mai! 
for film manufactured by them, represents ap 
proximately $200 made up from the 5 and 10 
pieces paid in to the exhibitors by the general 
public.

STOCK USURPS THEATRES 


Many Popular-Priced Vaudeville Houses Succumb to This 
Plethora of Such Entertainment and Public’s Preference 


for Stock Presentation of 


Solid Dramatic Material 


Chicago, March 25 (Suecial to The Billboard). | 
—In the natural evolution of theatrical events, | 
stock has entered the local theatrical field. It} 
comes likes a landslide. taking with it many 
of our best popular priced vaudeville houses, 
Chicago has practically become stock mad. 
Whether it will meet with public favor, is to be 
geen, but from the amusement men’s viewpoint, 
it seems to be the only salvation. 

Popular priced vaudeville was welcomed with 
open arms by the amusement seekers of the 
Windy City, and on account of the great popu- 
larity to which it attained, these houses sprang 
up in practically every available locality. They 
became «o thick in fact that in order to main 
tein their former prestige, bills of a high-class 
nature were put on that drew heavily on the | 
receipts of the box office. It was found im- 
possible to compete with these high-priced bills 
end maintain expenses. The houses, of course, 
are there, and without attraction of any sort in 
them would be of no value to their respective 
owners. Popular priced stock was mentioned 
and hailed as a redeemer by those who have 
theatres located in these congested localities. 

From the present outlook, Chicago will have 
stock in abundance within the next month. Mr. 
J. G. Conderman, manager and owner of the 
Julian Theatre, and one of the pioneers in the 
popular priced vaudeville field in Chicago, states 
that on April 17, a stock company will be in- 
stailed in his theatre, to be kept there until 
about June 15. Mr. Conderman states that his 
reason for making this change of policy in his 
theatre is that too many vaudeville houses have 
sprung up in his territory. 

Perhaps the most important stock enterprise 
now in formation is that controlled by the How- 
ard Amusement Company, which consists of Mr. 
Frank Schaefer. Mr. Fred. Schaefer and Mr. 
Lorim J. Howard. It is the intention of this 
company to form a wheel of stock theatre in 
Chicago, composed of the companies of some of 
the best stock houses, which will abandon vaude- 
vilie. This company in itself controls quite a 
few houses in Chicago. The plan sounds so feas- 
ible that they undoubtedly will have little trouble 
in securing the number of houses desired. Al- 
ready they have under consideration ten local 
houses, and there are several theatres in cities

Advent and Utility of the Airship as an Amusement and Baltimore TZontemplates Another Meet This Spring—st. 


Exhibition Feature—The Aviation Meet—A 
Showman’s Point of View 


(Written expressly for The Billboard by Wm. 
Judkins Hewitt.) 

Man’s desire to conquer the 
the beginning of time.

air dates from 
The first attempt to fly 
back as twenty-three centu- 


ries ago. The present impetus to mechanical 
fight is doubtless due to the experimental ef- 
forts of Lilienthal, Langley, Maxim and Cha- 
mute. The latter ably assisted the Wrights in 


their successful efforts to build and fly a heav- 
jer than air machine in a given direction, irre 
spective of the trend of the wind and in de- 
fiance to the law of gravity. 

To defy the laws of gravitation is an achieve- 
ment that should and does compel the interest 
and attention of the thinker and scientist, who 
has heretofore conceded to and accepted its 
defiance as inevitable. - 

The acroplane, a heayier than air machine, 
has proved its right to*the contrary in a most 
thorough and convincing manner. I herewith 
quote verbatim a portion of an editorial from a 
prominent European journal devoted to the 
aeroplane and its kindred interests, which cov- 
ers and records the facts, after the accomplisi- 
ment of a flight, in a most able manner: 

“The conquest of the air being complete—a 
man has ‘flown’—it is now only a matter of 
practice and the perfecting of mechanism before 
any distance may be covered and before the 
carrying of a passenger or passengers with as 
wreat an ease becomes a fact. Likewise, it is 
only a matter of time—how short, who can tell? 
-—before mankind will be able to ‘fly’ through 
the air under all conditions, irrespective of the 
state of the weather, and to ascend from any 
given spot and to descend at any desired place. 
Upon realizing these facts, the question is 
hound to occur to one: What will be the effect 
upon our present mode of travel, and what are 
the possibilities and limits of the new means 
of transport? Surely there must be some lim- 
its, or else the millennium has been reached, 
and when one comes to consider the facts, it is 
realized that these limits are indeed only too 
real, and all confining by the practical] points 
which they raise. Nevertheless, the aeroplane 
has arrived as a practical machine, and as a 
rapid means of transport it is doubtful if it 
can be surpassed. Having, then, realized the 
arrival of the aeroplane ag a practical method 
of fllght—if we are anticipating a little, so much 
the better—it is as well that we should discuss 
its possibilities and practical limits as a means 
of transport.” 

As to what progress has been made in the de- 
velopment of the aeroplane up to the present 
time, it will be noted that numbers of passen- 
gers have been carried, long distances have been 
covered, high altitudes have been reached, and 
its mechanism is being continually improved 
upon, which will in a very short time permit 
perfect flights under any and all wind and 
weather conditions, 

Glenn H. Curtiss has recently completed and 
demonstrated the hydroplane, which enables the 
fiyer to alight upon and ascend from the wa- 
ter. We are practically assured that it is pos- 
sible to ascend and descend at any given point. 
A machine is now being built for a transcont!- 
nental flight. which will permit it to rise from 
a railroad track. 

It is well that our attitude should be optimis- 
tie toward the aeroplane’s practicability and 
utility, “It is the newest thing under the 
eun.’’ It is many times referred to as the 
“‘millionaire’s toy.’’ 

The various experimenters have designed and 
constructed many different patterns and styles, 
which are known as ‘‘types.’’ The most prac- 
tical in use, as has been demonstrated, are the 
various ‘types of the monoplane and biplane: 
those we are at present most familiar with are 
the Bleriot, Demoisele, Antoinette, Santos Du- 
mont, Farman, Curtiss and Wright machines.

Long Flights 
Now Certain 


New York, March 23 (Special to The Bill- 
board).—The Aero Club of America has just re- 
ceived the official conditions of the 1,000-mile 
aeroplane race around Great Britain for a prize 
of $50,000. which is to be held next July. The 
contest will commence on Saturday, July 22, 
and finish at the latest on August & 

The race is open to competitors of any na- 
tionality holding an aviator’s certificate from 
the International Aeronautical Federation. An 
entrance fee of $500 is required of each com- 
petitor toward the expenses of the Royal Aero 
Club in conducting the competition. The course 
is divided in five sections: First. Brooklands 
to Hendon, 20 miles; second, Hendon to Edin- 
burgh, 343 Miles; third, Edinburgh to Bristol, 
383 miles; fourth, Bristol to Brighton, 214 miles; 
fifth. Brighton to Brooklands, 40 miles. 

“The object of the contest,’’ it is stated, 
“has been to impose conditions to spur inven 
tors and designers to the production of a thor- 
oughly practical. and efficient fiying machine. 
No gimcrack freak is likely to survive the se- 
vers test, which is not so much designed for 
swiftness as for strength and endurance.”’ 


MOISANT AVIATION SCHOOL. 


New York, March 22 (Special to The Bill- 
board).—Philip Wileox has just accepted the 
position of general manager of the 
Aviation School, which is to be located at 
Garden City, Long Island. The school will 
start operations on April 1, using the old Garden 
City aviation field as the practice ground.

New Haven, Conn., March 22 (8 al to 
The Billboard).—A bill for the regulation of 
aviation is now before the legislature of Con- 
nectient.

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THE CAPTIVE BALLOON 


Its Place and Importance in the Study of Aeronautics, and 
Value as a Form of Amusement—-Experiences 
of an Expert Balloonist 


Contrasted with the free balloon, making 
long voyages on the winds; or the dirigible 
balloon, golng where it listeth, like the winds; 


or the propelled aeroplane, daring winds and 
death in its efforts to exceed itself in fiight;— 
the captive balloon may suggest to some unin 

formed minds the idea of a statue emblematic 
of past aeronautic events,—a looking back- 
wards. On the contrary, it is a live issue, of | 


more importance today than ever before, and 
more necessary as an object lesson than any 
other feature in aeronautics, as a key to the 
realm of the sky. 

The public conception of a captive balloon 
is that of an “‘elevator’’ insriring similar sen- 
sations, with jerks like a starting trolley car, 
and the possibility of being ‘‘hung up’’ some- 
where by a jam on the line. 

It is singular how many people have realizing 
sensations of things which don't ever happen, 
and the “elevator’’ dream is one of these. 

There is really no physical sensation realized 
by the occupant of a captive balloon car prop- 
erly managed. The netting-enclosed car, car- 
rying two to four persons, rises one-eighth of a 
mile in one-half minute, and then ranges about 
the mid-air currents, circling and aliding, dip- |

For the war department I supplied numerous 
captive balloons, both for observation and sig- 
naling from isolated detachments located in 
wooded regions. I re-organized the signal serv- 
ice balloon corps, and instructed its mem- 
bers at the balloon farm, using a captive newly 
built for them, which went through the unusual 
test for integrity of a captive flight at 1,200 
feet elevation during 24 consecutive hours with 
no loss, in a considerable wind. This was 
followed by ascents from Fort Myer, near Wash- 
ington, and removal of the outfit to take part 


in the army and navy maneuvers off Point 
Judith, R. L, in combat between land and 
sea forces. 


My campaigning with a captive balloon dur- 
ing this period makes a very interesting story. 
all too long for the brief space here. The same 
is true of each event which I barely touch upon 
here. Within a week later I had inflated the 
Santos Dumont No. 6 airship and operated my 
captive at the Clinton, Mass., Fair, which place 
I had reached with my portable captive out- 
fit direet from Clinton, Ill. 

This ‘“‘jump"’ conveys the idea that I had re 
duced my system to a ‘“‘war footing’’ for speedy 
transportation and installation. . 


From requiring a whole season for a local 
operation, I had gradually become able to change 
weekly, or twice a week. My longest engage 
ment was at Coney Island, N. Y., where I be- 
gan the day after the great fire there, and 
operated three months at Paul Roytons’ Water 
Chute Park, till driven away by the naughty 
small boys, repeatedly stoning and breaching 
the captive, because it drew all the visitors 
to the Chute Park as a ballehoo to which every 
free eye and loose foot turned from other re- 
sorts. The bad boys of Coney Island exiled me. 
and I toured all large cities in the State at

We located and robbed the big steamer Ocon- 
to, lost in the St. Lawrence ten years before 
with general cargo and I wore boots, shoes, rub- 
bers and cloth garments soaked ten years at 
110 feet depth without deterioration. Fact. 

This is enough to show the wide, comparitive- 
ly unexplored field open to captive balloon ex- 
ploitation. I have scarcely looked into it, and 
ean not do more during a life time. The most

speedway. Harroun is also engaged in the 
manufacture of aeroplanes and he has perfected 
a monoplane type of machine which attracted 
much attention in recent experimental flights 
along the Florida beach. The motor speedway 
is recognized as one of the ideal places for aero- 
plane flights in this part of the country. The 
grounds are level as a billiard table and there 
are few trees, except a grove at the north end 
of the course, to interfere with flights. The 
surrounding country is also well adapted for 
flights in case the intrepid birdmen wish to 
fly over a large territory.

Colony St. Ry Co.. with tmeir help, and my twin 
captives, all their electric lines and parks 
were visited in Eastern Massachusetts, from 
Haverhill in the extreme north to Newport, R 
I.. with round-about return, at one week stands, 
with a return to Brockton for three final weeks, 
before my fall fair season began. 

During thirty-three years I have collected ma- 
terial and views for a complete and extended 
story, enough to fill a book on captive balloon 
campaigning. There has been much fun an‘ 
money in it. and I am surprised that lovers of 
both have left me mostly lonesome in this 
wide field of the United States, whose amuse- 
ment people seem to be ignorant that a proper 
or two, and preserved by proner care for a 
outfit can be paid for by the earnings of a week 
year or two. In using a single balloon outfit 
I worked ascents six days and evenings, till 
Saturday, 10 P. M., and in an hour was loaded 
on our B. & N. express, and with cleared track.

With no manner of covering or protection 
against the weather my plants went through the 
entire season without a break in any apparatus.

FAIRS AND PARKS 


Colorado Fairs Have Benefit of State Contribution—New 
Association Formed at Jackson, Michigan —Appala- 
chian Exposition Preparing for 1911 Event 


COLORADO’S AID TO FAIRS. 


For the past two years fair associations and 
agricultural societies in Colorado have had the 
benefit of a law passed in 1909, granting to 
each association one-half of the premiums paid 
for exhibits of farm products. This has been 
a great benefit and encourages the societies to 
offer larger premiums, and the farmer to pre- 
pare and produce better exhibits, so much 80, 
that during the past twelve months Colorado, 
and particularly the Western Slope, has been 
able to carry off the majority of premiums and 
sweepstakes in many cases for exhibits in the 
Chicago Land Show, the Omaha and Columbus, 
0., shows. The aid received from the State 
encourages both the association and the farmer 
alike, and has had a wonderfully good effect 
in the State, and other States should follow

Billposters’ Opinions of the Circus Controversy Now the 
Subject of Discussion Among Showmen. 
Ring-Barn Gossip 


To the Editor of The Billboard: 

There bas been so much abuse and misrepre- 
sentation of the Associated Billposters in this 
circus controversy, that it seems time some one 
should say a few words in their defense. The 
controversy so far has been one sided; the of- 
ficials of the billposters have maintained a dig- 
aified silence which it is to be hoped they will 
continue unt!) the matter can be threshed out 
at the national convention in June, 

Personally, it is my opinion that this matter 
could have been diplomatically handled on both 
sides and an agreement reached which would 
have proved mutually beneficial. 1 believe 
the directors’ circus committee should have 
met the billposter men half way and signed an 
agreement something after the lines of the one 
mailed out by the circus men. 

I am sure I am glad to see the circus men 
get together. As far as the life of their 


receive attention on the part of the billposters 
and be rectified, 

But as far as that is concerned, I believe the 
law of supply and demand will govern this 
point. If the advertiser or circus man does not 
want to pay 20c. rate for a small town, I am 
sure there is nothing in the association’s by 
laws that will make him.

Dear Sir—In reading over the Peheeeny Sa 
c 


ue of The Billboard, I noticed an article of 
my H. Nye, that he knows of a certain bill- 
poster whom he has given tickets to, and knows 
positively that he sold these complimentary 
tickets for money or for a reduced price of the 
regular admission to the show, but refuses to 
vive the billposter’s name. 


Now if such is the case, that any billposter | 


vo man who wonld call himself a_ billposter 
would accept or take passes from any agent or 
manager and sell these tickets for a money 
consideration is doing wrong; because all that 
the show or entertainment has to sell is their 
seats: that is their stock in trade, and any 
pillposter, I don’t care who he is, that would 
be so mean or low as to sell passes for a money 
consideration that were given him for other 
purposes, ought surely to be expelled from any 
association, If he belongs to one. It may be 
all right to give tickets as a matter of cour- 
tesy to some friend, or to help fix some loca- 
dion, or some other personal interest that would 
denefit the show and Dbillposter, but to sel! 
passes for a money consideration there is ab- 
solutely no excuse whatsoever, 

l am sorry to say that I have beard of some 
oillposters throughout the country who have 
taken tickets which are the stock In trade of 
the show and peddle them around. Supposing 
for instance a party wants to go to a theatre, 
and the price of the tickets were two ($2) do- 
ars, and that party heard of a billposter having 
a couple of passes, and the billposter would 
sell them for one ($1) dollar he is defrauding 
the show out of two ($2) dollars, which justly 
telongs to the showman for his entertainment, 
and 1 just the same as if he took It out of his 


‘ket. 

Any billposter who would take passes from 
any show agent, it makes nv difference, little 
or big, and peddle them around for a money con 
aideration, {s not fit to be called a billposter, 
or mingle with men who try to elevate the 
dusiness, and the sooner the abuse of free list 
tickets is abolished the better it will be for all 
soncerned in all branches of the business.

Plans Have Been Consummated for the Erection of Four 
Ice Palaces in British Columbia—Dayton Rink 
Gives Skating Carnival 


TO BUILD FOUR ICE RINKS. 


Vancouver, B. C., March 20 (Special to The 
Billboard).—After a number of attempts to 
oat a company for the construction of an arti 
ficial ice rink in Vancouver, a scheme is suc 
cessfully launched which is of far more ambi 
tious character than has previously been im 
agined even, calling as it does for the construc 
tion of artificial rinks at Vancouver and Vic 
toria and two new rinks at Calgary and Edmon 
tron, the four cities combining as the Western 
Canada Hockey league. 

Vancouver will be the most important centre 
in the circuit; its rink will be by far the most 
costiy, and it will probably be the most suc- 
‘essful in bidding for the stars of profes 
sional hockey in the East. The league will be 
in operation next November, 

The sites for the rink in Vancouver and the 
rink in Victoria have already been purchased 
and within sixty days the contract will be let 
for the work of construction. The cost of the 
focal rink—site, plant and building—will be 
oo less than $250,000; the Victoria rink will 
cost $100,000, and the new rinks In Calgary and 
Edmonten will cost $50,000 each. 

Vancouver and Victoria rinks are much 
more expensive because of the cost of the real 
estate and the fee having to be artificially man- 


dfactured, but the rinks to be constructed here 
will compare with any rink in the Dominion 
it will have a seating capacity of 8.000 and 
there will be an absolutely clear and unob 
*tructed view of the ice surface. 

The echeme originated with and has been 


engineered by Frank and Patrick Lester, two of 
the best hockey players that ever went on th 
ie, the stars of great teams, players with the 
experience and capital behind them to set 1° 
m a solid foundation. Frank Patrick will 
«ttle in Vancouver and play here. His brother 
will probably take hold of things at Calgary or 
fdmoenton.

THE AEROPLANE AND ITS FLYER. 
(Continued from page 18.) 


regarded as a drawing card and used at all 
expositions, parks, fairs, carnivals and public 
amusement events. 

The aeroplane has arrived. and as au inport- 
ant factor in the field o@ exhibition and amuse- 
ment enterprises it must be reckoned with. 
Promoters and managers who are interested in 
the success of open air events, are no doubt 
by this time thoroughly convinced as to the 
value of the aeroplane as a crowd drawing mag 
net; one that holds, thrills and entertains in a 
most satisfactory manner. A number of prom- 
inent secretaries of the larger state fairs have 
assured the writer that the aeroplane is regard- 
ed by them ag the one supreme feature. We are 
told that the first aviation meet was held in 
Rome, during the reign of Nero—there is no 
record as to what kind of ftlying machines 
were used. It igs with the present day we are 
interested. Any one who has attended any of 
the several aviation meets in Europe or Amer- 
ica, will attest that there is ng exhibition of 
daring within their memory so absolutely thrill- 
ing, interesting and awe-inspiring as to witness 
the flights of the ‘‘gigantic mechanical birds,”’ 
handled by men who appear not to know the 
meaning of fear. To see them ascend to breath- 
less altitudes and then soar gracefully to terra 
firma, is a sight not easily forgotten, The av- 
lation meet appeals to all classes, society turns 
out en masse. No audience is so free in com- 
mendation and applause as the one in the grand 
stand or assembled around the hangers to do 
homage to the daring exploits of the ‘‘bird- 
men.”’ Recent and most daily fatalities seem 
to increase the enthusiasm in aviation, rather 
than to dampen its ardor. 

The first aviation meet to De held in America 
was at Los Angeles, January, 1910, at which 
event such famous fliers as Curtiss, Paulhan, 
Hamilton, Willard and Harmon participated. 
Boston and other cities followed later in the 
year with creditable events. 

The real big meet was the International Avia- 
tion Tournament, held last October at Belmont 
Park, New York, at which nearly all the famous 
foreign and American fliers participated. It is 
from here that the first regularly organized 
traveling aviation company came into existence. 

Aviation schools are being started in all 
parts of the country. Aero clubs are being or- 
ganized in every large city. Large prize purses 
are being put up by commercial organizations for 
big events in their respective cities. A circuit 
of big meets is being formed. The daily press 
is constantly recording the exploits of some un- 
known aviator. Many machines are being built 
and sold. The foregoing facts should prove 
that the aeroplane and aviation are not a pass- 
ing fad, but a permanent and profitable field 
for human endeavor.

s. comedy and State fairs. At these 
wee ee completely lose their individuality 
and become a very emall weight in most cases 
of the composite whole, and are regarded merely 
as side issues or fill-ins. I urge some thought 
O eiiating and unreliable Independent show- 
wen are responsible for the downfall of many 
wanagers and promoters of independent events. 
: trust that independent showmen will think 
his over carefully. 

There hae been a good many dollars lost to 
.nows and companies, because the fronts and 
interiors of shows are dismantled before the en- 
gagement is over. You will see them start to 
‘ear down about noon on Saturday, With half 
vf the front down and all the seats folded, they 
expect to entertain large patronage on the 
closing night. This error creates a doubt in the 


yiblic mind as to whether they would see your 
show if they went. Rather than risk a disap 
nolntment, they do not go in. Can you blame 
‘nem? Let you show remain intact until the 
ast ticket has been sold. Suppose a theatrical 


ompany would commence to haul their scenery 
hrough the audience after the first act-—-how 

ng would it be before people would stop going 
into the theatre? The comparison is a creditable 
parallel. Let your last performance be given 
just as full and complete in all its environments 
as the first. The free acts should be given on 
program time, full and complete The publie ts 
skeptical, and why? 

Good door talkers at one time got eataries 
anging from $55 to $75 weekly, snd those that 
aad percentage propositions would sometimes 
aet twice that amount. It-is a known fact that 
chere are very few real artists in that line now. 


The reasons are many. There will be a big 
demand the coming season. They are still 
scarce. There are a good many prominent 


showmen and amusement promoters that at one 
dme were door talkers. and they were called 
good ones 

Make it a point this season to be prompt in 
spening your shows on the day you are advertised 
1 open Nothing disappoints or disgusts pros- 
pective patrons more than to go to the lot on 
onday night to find half the show up and poor 
Wlumination. Ten chances to one they will not 


come back any other night during the engage- 
went They go away and say, “It's no good,”’ | 
«end that is a bad “‘knock.”’ Start them boosting 


from the opening. |
